This has been go frequently
expored, that we need adduce no proof to sub-

The most recent instancs we have met of the
ready method of the radicals with unpalatable
Sonthern facts is the cold shoulder they have
given to a recent despateh from New Orleans,
announncing that ‘‘the Senate installed another
negro, not elected as & Senator, in place of
Heubem White (white) eleoted, but declared
ineligible,” etc. We published the despatoh
on the 26th inst.

The Cost.
From the National Intelligencer,

We hava no time to enter npon the study of
the cost to the people of this country to main-
tain radicalism. It wonld be a great error to
suppose that radicalism is of recent birth and
growth. Like the ‘‘Capada thistle,”” it ia an
old weed, which nothing can eradicate but the
moat careful husbandry. We have never been
without it for a day in New Eogland. It legis-
lated pretty nearly every innocent amuasement
into a crime more than a bundred and fifty
years ago, It made witches, and then hung
them. It made anti-Masonry. It made spirit-
nalism, that sort of *‘thistle’’ which disap-
pears for long years, and comes up again as
green, fresh, and exacting as ever; the witoh
returns to us &8 a spiritualist. Whether
gpiritualist, or Paritan, or fanatio, it is all the
same. Unguestionably, the latter form has
proven Lo us the most expensive. We main-
tain that New England fanaticism is properly
chargeable with the Rebellion.

It now costs the people of this country to
maintain the army and pavy fally donble
what it ought, and wounld have cost them to
carry on the Government f{ifty years ago, had
they never been carsed with the foal spirit of
Puritanism, or radicalism, or fanaticism, Fifty
years ago we had a national debt of a hundred
millions of dollars, more or less, which we
talked a good deal about. Now we raise in
one year four times the amount of the public
debt a half century ago. It costs ns more
money to support the military establishment
in 1868-09 than would have paid off the na-
tional debt in 1820. All this we put down
against Puritanism, or radigalism.

We bhave seen enongh of these “‘Canada
thistles’” to know that where they flourish
there pan be no other production. It is per-
faotly eafe, then, to say that we must give up
the rnle of radicalism, or give up all idea of
msimaining a free system of laws. This prin-
viple is well understood by the bast English
thinkers. It is admitted in that country that
the free polity of England is upheld only by
the sgolid Baxon element which ﬂas éver cen-
stituted the guiding power of the British
pation. Puritanism in a party is a mere gar-
ment—a sort of external form of goodness, an
adroit use of the muscles of the face to pro-
duce a sanctimomieous expression, really to
conceal a wily or malevolent purpose. Itis a
costly garb, indeed, which covers a hard
tagkomaster upon the labor of the country.

Puritanism has undertaken the care, eleva-
tien, and enfranchisement of the negroes. We
put npon record onr prediction—and we print
it here for future reference—that the negro
race has never before encountered so great a
misfortune. It may well warn and alarm
them that their benefactors have no mercy
for the white people of the Sonth, no more
than for the plain white laborer of the North.
That is qnite enough to teach them that in
secking the good of the blacks those nominal
guardians have alterior, gelfish ends alone to
accomplish,

If it shall ocost the poor megrosa anything
like what it has cost the law-abidiog and jas-
tice-loving people of the North to maintain
Puritanism or radicalism, they will have oooa-
slon enough to groan under the load they bear.

The World tries to cast the blame, as we
have gaid, on Its associate slanderers. It
refers to the Independent, of Janunary 31,
1508, to the Tribune, of April 8, and to Wen-
dell Phillips, May 29, as the wutterers of the
glander.
